Spanish and Portuguese are two of the world’s 
fastest-growing and most widely-spoken 
languages, and Catalan is a language of great 
importance in contemporary Spain. Hispanic 
Studies at Queen Mary covers all these three 
languages and their vibrant and exciting cultures 
in Europe and Latin America, ranging from the 
medieval Castilian epic Poem of the Cid to the 
grittiness of the Brazilian favelas in the film City 
of God. Our programme is extremely flexible 


(though Spanish language is compulsory) and 
allows you to enter as a total beginner in Spanish, 
post-GCSE, post-A-level, or as a native speaker. 


We have just celebrated 50 years of teaching 
Spanish to degree level, and the Department is 
one of the very highest rated in the UK for both 
teaching and research. 


Linguistics

Language Is central to almost all aspects of 
human life: communicating with each other; 
thinking and reasoning; creating social relations; 
passing on the thoughts, ideas and discoveries 
of the past to future generations. Linguistics is 
simply the study of language in all of its aspects. 


Here at Queen Mary, we have a special focus on 
the grammatical, meaning-related and sound 
structures of language in general, and on the way 
that people actually use language in different 
kinds of situations. Each of these different 
approaches complements the other. The 
Department is consistently ranked within the top 
three in the UK for teaching and research. Our 
courses range from the Linguistics of Storytelling 
and Language and Gender to Explaining 
Grammatical Structure, Formal Semantics 

and Psycholinguistics.

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Queen Mary, University of London 


Queen Mary is one of the largest mult- 
faculty colleges within the University 
of London with a strong focus on high- 
quality teaching and research. It has 
almost 13,000 UK and intemational 
students studying in four faculties, 

as well as Barts and The London, 
Queen Mary's School of Medicine and 
Dentistry. Of these, more than 1,600 
are following postgraduate courses 
and undertaking research. 


Queen Mary is in the top 100 in the latest world 
university rankings, published by The Times 
Higher Education Supplement. The College is 


also in Europe’s top 50 universities, ranked at 41. 


The College was also ranked as one of London’s 
top ten universities in The Sunday Times 
University Guide 2006. Seven of Queen Mary's 
departments were rated as ‘excellent’: Dentistry; 
English; Geography; Languages, Linguistics and 
Film; Molecular Biosciences; Organismal 
Biosciences and Politics. Queen Mary was also 
ranked in the top ten for both ‘best student/steff 
ratio’ and ‘highest graduate starting salanes’ - 
with average starting salaries of £20,902. 


In the Guardian University Guide, the 
Department of Physics was rated number one 

in the country, with fourteen other departments 
in the top 20. Dentistry, Drama, Economics, 
Engineering, History, Law, Materials and Modern 
Languages were all ranked in the top ten for their 
subject. 
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Ithas an established history of postgraduate 
study and research, which has evolved in 
response to the demands of postgraduate 
students. With over 80 per cent of research staff 
working in departments where research is of 
national or international excellence (Research 
Assessment Exercise 2001), the College has a 
vibrant research community that reflects the 
cutting edge work of its academic steff. 


Facilities 

Queen Mary is London’s only campus-based 
university, located close to the financial districts 
of Canary Wharf and the City of London, and 
just 15 minutes away from central London. 


It offers integrated library and computing services 
which recognise the diverse needs of students 
by providing specialist subject librarians and 
offering 24-hour access to computers. The 
Library's collections at graduate level reflect the 
development and direction of research in the 
College over the years with extensive material 
covering the humanities; law; medicine; areas 
of natural sciences; engineering; mathematics; 
computer science and the social sciences. The 
newly opened Learning Resource Centre has 
200 networked PCs and is open to students 
around the clock. 


The College has a strong ethos of personal 
support: it provides a Careers Service, a 
Counselling and Advice Centre, and a Créche. 
In addition, you will find ample provision of bars, 
cafés, restaurants and shops including a 
bookshop and a bank. There are sports facilities 
including gym, sports hall and more, and, of 
course, the Students’ Union.
